Dillinger is sought on the charge 
of resteceniiel a stolen automobile 
across a state line, and Gillis in 
connection with the murder of W.

Dillinger’s Records. 

Dillinger’s records in the hands 
of the department go back to Sept. 
16, 1924, when he was sentenced to 
serve from 10 to 20 years in the 
Pendleton, Ind., reformatory for 
assault and battery. Transferred 
to Michigan City penitentiary, Dil- 
linger was paroled on May 10, 1933. 
He was rearrested in Dayton, O., in 
September, 1933, after revocation of 
his parole and was placed in the 
county jail at Lima, O., charged 
with bank robbery, Sept. 28. Escap- 

Oct. 12, he was apprehended 
ree months later in Tuscon, Ariz. 
He was taken to Crown Point, Ind., 
where he escaped, using a wooden 
pistol to intimidate a guard. 

He is described as 81 years old, 
5 feet 7% inches tall, weighing 153 
pounds, of medium build, medium 
complexion and with gray eyes. His 
occupation was listed as machinist. 
was arrested in Chicago as 
e Nelson on Jan. 15, 1931, and 
sentenced to from one year to life 
on the charge of robbery. He es- 
caped from jail February 17, 1932. 
Gillis’ age was given as 25, his 
height, 5 feet 4% inches, weight

7775 MISSOURI HOMES SAVED 
BY FEDERAL LOAN AGENCY 


Mortgages Totaling $25,141,056 Have Been 
Taken Over by Agency Since 
September. 


Mortgages on 7775 Missouri homes 
have been taken over by the Fed- 
eral Home Owners’ Loan Corpora- 
tion since last September, it was 
said yesterday by Grover C. Van- 
dover, manager of the corporation’s 
State office, in the Buder Building. 

The mortgages total $25,141,056, 
an average of about $3200. Each 
represents the saving of a home 
for an owner threatened with fore- 
closure. 

In the St. Louis. district, Van- 
dover said, 4642 mortgages totaling 
$18,254,967 have been taken over 
in the 
Kansas City district, 1435 mort- 
gages totaling $3,795,701. The 
Springfield office has handled 961 
mortgages totaling $1,758,121, and 
the Moberly office, 737 mortgages 
totaling $1,332,265. 

These figures include what Van- 


dover terms the “wholesale” busi- 
ness of the corporation, mortgages 
which constituted frozen assets of 
closed banks. In acquiring them 
the corporation has achieved the 
two ends of refinancing homes, and 
releasing funds for payments to de- 
positors of closed banks. 

Bonds of the corporation are ex- 
changed for the mortgages. The 
bonds now being issued bear in- 
terest at 3 per cent, and are guar- 
anteed, principal and interest, by 
the Federal Government. An earlier 
issue bears interest at 4 per cent, 
and is guaranteed only as to in- 
terest. 

Loans of the corporation are lim- 
ited to homes built for not more 
than four families, and of a value 
not exceeding . $20,000. Its loans 
may not be larger than $14,000, or 
80 per cent of the value, which- 
ever is smaller. 


LISTED MISSING 
IN WAR, RETURNS 
AFTER 19 YEARS 


German, Long Held in Russia, 
Sees. His Namé Erased From 
Memorial Tablet. 


By the Associated Press. | 
ORTELSBURG, Germany, June 
23.—The return of Wilhelm Zapka, 
listed among the world war’s miss- 
ing for more than 19 years, was 
marked by festivities here today. 
Balked in his attempt to escape 


from Russia, where he was taken 
prisoner in 1915, Zapka tried in 
vain for many years to communi- 
cate with the German Foreign Of- 
fice. Letters he wrote home did not 
reach their destination. 

Two weeks ago the announce- 
ment of his impending return was 
reported to village authorities. The 
festivities culminated in a cere- 
mony in which the Burgomaster 
erased Zapka’s name from the war 
memorial in the nearby village of 
Montwitz, in the presence of the 
whole community. 

Zapka wept as he stood watching 
the scene with his 19-year-old son. 
The son was six months old when 
his father left for the war. Both 
Zapka’s wife and father died dur- 
ing his long absence. 


KILLS EX-HUSBAND, SAYS SHE 
MISTOOK HIM FOR PROWLER 


Divorced Wife of Georgia Legislator 
Fires From Window at Man 
In Yard.

ATLANTA, Ga., June 23.—George 
Eckford, a State Legislator, died 
today from a pistol wound in the 
abdomen, which his divorced wife 
said she inflicted last night when 
she fired at a man she thought was 
a prowler in the yard of her home. 

Before Eckford died, charges in 
police court against Mrs. Eckford 
were dismissed after she and a man 
who said he was Harry Morrill Jr. 
told how she fired from a bedroom 
window of her home. 

When shot, Eckford had an iron 
bar in his hand.

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INQUEST WITNESS 
DELIVERS ORATION 
ON COMMUNISM 


Spectator Speaks, at Own 
Request, at Inquiry in 
Death of Negro Shot by 


Policeman. 


The inquest yesterday in the 
death of Raymond Lee, 35-year-old 
Negro, shot last Wednesday by a 
policeman while resisting arrest, 
was attended by representatives of 
the League of Struggle for Negro 
Rights, one of whom delivered an 
oration on Communistic views and 
purposes. 

A verdict of justifiable homicide 
was returned: by the Coroner’s 
jury, which included a Negro mem- 
ber. 


After Patrolman Walter Juelich, 
Central District, told of struggling 
with the Negro while taking him 
to a “patrol box at Second street 
and Washington avenue and then 
firing one shot when the suspect 
advanced on him a white man 
seated among the closely packed 
Negro spectators at the inquest 
asked to be allowed to give the 
“true version” of the shooting. 

A Volunteer Witness. — 

The volunteer witness said he 
was Alfred Rosen, 4225W Page 
boulevard, a member of the 
“League of Struggle.” Questioned 
as to his occupation, he said he was 
a clerk on the PWA payroll, as- 
signed to the Civil Court Building. 

Rosen said that, with the assist- 
ance of David Grant, an Assistant 
City Counselor in the condemnation 
division, he obtained an interview 
with Lee at City Hospital No. 2. 
Lee denied that he had cut a tele- 
phone cable in the Geller, Ward & 
Hasner Hardware Co. warehouse, 
612 North Second street, where he 
was found by Juelich, according to 
Rosen, and asserted he was shot 
without cause after being beaten 
by a white man when he fled from 
the officer. Rosen, adopting an or- 
atorical tone, went on to say that 
the Communist Party thought the 
present Federal Government was 
controlled by Wall street and that 
Communists were opposed to the 
“profit system and the oppression 


|} of the Negro.” 


Frank Warfield, Negro Commun- 
ist political candidate, took the 
witness stand and corroborated Ro- 
sen’s account of the interview with 
the prisoner. Police were instruct- 
ed to get statements from two Ne- 
gro witnesses to the shooting, said 
by Rosen to be “afraid to come 
here.” Police were also directed to 
obtain.a statement from Grant. 

Policeman’s Testimony. 

Patrolman Juelich testified that 
he went to the warehouse basement 
with two telephone employes, and 
found Lee crouching in a corner. 
Reaching the outside, the suspect 
broke away and ran, but was recap- 
tured. Lee broke away a second 
time, disregarded orders to halt, 
and turned on him in a threatening 
manner, the officer testified. Jue- 
lich shot Lee in the abdomen. 

William J. Atkinson, 1914 Geyer 
avenue, testified he witnessed the 
shooting and heard Juelich should 
“halt” three times. Atkinson said 
Lee was advancing on the officer 
when the shot was fired. The tele- 
phone company employes testified 
they did not see the shot fired, but 
heard Juelich shout “halt.” 

Lee, a member of the Hooverville 
river-front colony, died Friday. Po- 
lice testified he had served two 
workhouse terms for burglary and 
larceny, and confessed to them that 
he went to the warehouse with

Investigation. 


INQUIRY IS TURNED 
OVER TO PROSECUTOR 


Official Cites Captain’s 


Possession of Missing 
New York Bride’s Trunks 
and Clothing. 


By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, June 23.—The famous 
Vienna international police organi- 
zation today completed its investi- 


jgation of Capt. Ivan Poderjay, and 


its chief announced that he con- 
sidered the evidence sufficient to 


support a charge of murder. 

Poderjay, husband of the former 
Miss Agnes Tufverson, missing New 
York and Detroit lawyer, 
turned over to the Prosecuting At- 
torney, who will offer American 
authorities an opportunity to ex- 
tradite him if they want him. 

Poderjay’s possession of trunks 
and clothing of Miss ‘Tufverson, 
and evidence that he sent one 
trunk filled with dresses to a sister 
form the most important evidence 
against the man, said Bruno Bar- 
ber, head of the international po- 
lice organization. The trunk sent 
to the sister in Ljubljana, Jugo- 
Slavia, was described as covered 
with sheet iron, gray, and about 40 
inches long. 

Other More Pressing Cases. 

Regret over the necessity of 
dropping the investigation was ex- 
pressed by Hans Spring, police 
counsel, who has been directing the 
inquiries. 

“It is with the greatest reluctance 
that we cut short our efforts to 
solve this unusually interesting 
case,” ‘he said. “However, we are 
really up to our necks in urgent 
business far more important to us 
than Poderjay.” 

Spring and his aids take pride 
in their organization, which deals 
with cases involving foreigners and 
has a reputation ranking with that 
of Scotland Yard. 

If there are new developments in 
New York or elsewhere, Spring 
said, the inquiry will be taken up 
here again. 

Influence in Jugo-Slavia. 

While there have been persistent 
reports that Poderjay is wanted in 
Jugo-Slavia, Belgrade police have 
ignored the case. Jugo-Slavs here 
said today that Poderjay’s former 
wife, Zhivka Bradic, is a niece of 
the noted Jugo-Slavian imprisoned 
patriot, Punisha Rachich, and that 
the Poderjay family has a high 
standing. Relatives of the former 
wife were said to oppose any action 
which would take Poderjay back 
to his native land as a prisoner. 

Rachich was sentenced to prison 
in 1928 for shooting coalition lead- 
ers in the Jugo-Slavian Parliament, 
an act which precipitated a dicta- 
torship. Nevertheless, he is regard- 
ed by many as a national hero who 
saved the nation. 

Poderjay’s family was said to be 
devotedly religious. One brother is 


a priest in Solenia and another is’ 


a missionary in India. 

A minor complaint was filed 
against Poderjay in Belgrade today 
by the owner of a building in which 
the Captain once had an apart- 
ment. He said Poderjay before 
leaving tore up the oak flooring 
and sold it to a gypsy for $2. 


To Question Friend of Miss Tufver- 
son, Who Wrote to Captain. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 23.—Informa- 
tion concerning Ivan Poderjay and 
his missing bride, the former Miss 
Agnes Colonia © Tufverson,. was 
sought today by police from a Con- 
necticut school teacher. Two New 
York detectives were in Hartford 
and Waterbury to determine what 
knowledge the teacher, a friend of 
Miss Tufverson, has of her disap- 
pearance. 

The teacher was.said by police 
to have sent a letter to Poderjay, 
addressed to Miss Tufverson’s East 
Side apartment. There it remained 
unclaimed for months, until police 
began their search for Miss Tuf- 
verson. It was hoped the teacher 
might be able. to assist authorities 
whose hunt for the New York and 
Detroit attorney has been futile.

SEES WORLD 40-HOUR WEEK 
AS RESULT OF U. S. INFLUENCE 


Frenchman’s Prediction at Interna- 
tional Labor Conference 
at Geneva, 
By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, June 23.—Predictions 
that the influence of the United 
States will force -adoption as a 
world-wide policy of the 40-hour 
week were made today at the final 
session of the International Labor 
Conference. The American member- 
ship will be in effect at the 1935 
session, French Delegate Jouhaux 
said, and “you will be obliged to 
accept reduction of hours.” He 
made the statement after the con- 
ference had postponed for a year 
action on a resolution proposing 
advocacy of the 40-hour week. 

It was understood that the Unit- 
ed States will be given three seats 
on the governing board for repre- 
sentatives of the Government, la- 
bor and employers. 

No provision was made for Amer- 
ican participation today, however, 
as eight nations were named to the 
board—Argentina, Spain, China, 
Poland, Finland, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Brazil and Mexico. 


MAN STOPS STREET CAR 
RUNNING WILD IN TRAFFIC 


Pulls Trolley From Wire After Ve- 
hicle Injures 53 in 
St. Paul. 
By the Associated Press. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., June 23—E. J. 
Bisson today stopped a street car 
which ran for 10 blocks, out of con- 
trol, through downtown traffic, and 
injured 53 persons. He jerked the 
trolley from the power wire.

PRESIDENT SEES SON'S 
WIFE FOR FIRST TIME 


Mr. and Mrs. Elliott Roosevelt 
and Their Baby Visit Hyde 
Park Estate.

HYDE PARK, N. Y., June 23.— 
President Roosevelt returned to 
his family home today to welcome 
his son, Elliott, meet the latter's 
wife and see for the first time his 
newest granddaughter, their six 
weeks’ old baby.

Mrs. Roosevelt accompanied the 
President here on the five and a 
half hour trip from New Spool 
They met Elliott and Mrs. Elliott 
Roosevelt inside the large Roose- 
velt home overlooking the Hudson 
River. It was the President's first 
meeting with his daughter-in-law. 

The President and Mrs. Roose- 
velt provided a thrill for the pro- 
prietor of a small “hot dog” stand 
just outside of Brewster, N. Y. 
They calmly drove up tothe stand, 
ordered “dogs” and remained for 
a quarter of an hour for their in- 
formal lunch, 

A crowd of motorists had collect- 
ed at the spot before the Presiden- 
tial party moved away. 

Gets Down to Work. 

The President arrived here about 
3 p. m. and, after a long chat with 
his son and Mrs. Elliott Roosevelt, 
took up a batch of mail and other 
work before him. A number of 
bills will be signed by the Exec- 
utive before he leaves here.

Tomorrow the President plans to 
attend services at St. James’ Epis- 
copal Church.

KICK BACK’ 
HON WAGES 
ON FEDERAL 
BUILDINGS 


Secretary Ickes Says Con- 
tractors in Four or More 
States Are Forcing Em- 
ployes to Return Part of 
Their Pay. 


PWA INVESTIGATORS 
DISCLOSE PRACTICE, 


Specific Instances of Al. 
leged Handling of Work- 
ers Given — Results of 
Inquiry Turned Over to 
Treasury for Action. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 23.—Con- 
tractors on Federal buildings in 
New York, California, Pennsylk 
vania, Georgia and other States are 
forcing their employes to “kick 
back” part of their wages, Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes disclosed 
today. 

Senator Walsh (Dem.), Massachu- 
setts, chairman of the Senate Lae- 
bor Committee, investigating the 
racket, made public a letter from 
Ickes disclosing PWA “avestigators 
had unearthed a widesp7ead resort 
of contractors to the “kick back.” 
Secretary Ickes mentioned five 
cases involving postoffice construc- 


'tion in New York. Results of the 


inquiry there have been turned 
over for action to the procuremcnt 
division of the Treasury Depart- 
ment. 

Tie paint sub-contractor on the 
United States parce] post building 
in New York City in 1933 was al- 
leged to have collected $4262.15 in 
“kick backs” from 11 painters. The 
men were quoted as saying they 
received $11.20 a day and paid back 
.20. 

“Kick back” collections by the plas- 
tering sub-contractors on the same 
building were alleged to have to- 
taled $833.15 from 10 plasterers, 
who are said to have received $8.50 
a day and returned $2.50. 

50 Cents Instead of a Dollar. 
The floor contractor on the same 
building was said to have paid 
workmen 50 cents an hour ead 
of the $1 schedule claimed to apply. 
In constructing postoffice build- 
ings at Flushing and Jamaica, New 
York, one firm was charged with 
collecting from each $8 earned 
by seven bricklayers. The total 
“kick back” was said to have been 
$1000. 

The carpenter sub-contractors at 
Mitchel Field, L. L, allegedly paid 
carpenters only 50 cents an hour 
a a claimed agteement on 
Complaints were made that «a 
firm collected $2.50 out of each 
day’s pay of $8 from at least one 
plasterer who worked on the Post- 
office Building at Hempstead, L. I. 
Charges also were forwarded by 
Ickes that employes of two firms 
on several Federal projects in the 
vicinity of New York City were 
forced to live in an apartment 
building owned by the contractors, 
Ickes said: 

“Rentals. in these apartments 
were higher than average and it is 
claimed that this in effect is a 
means of receiving ‘kick backs’.” 
Ickes’ letter also cited reports 
that a construction company of 
New York had been collecting $1.40 
a day from bricklayers on construc- 
tion of Letchworth Village, a New 
York state project. Ickes said: 
“State prosecution was contem- 
plated, but an applicable law could 
not be found.” 


Federal indictments have been 
brougtt in this case.

DEFENDERS TELL 
OF ARTILLERY TRAP 


Say Attackers Fled With 
Heavy Loss — Latter As- 


sert Their Machine Guns/ 


Slaughtered Enemy. 


By the Associated Press. 

BUENOS AIRES, June 23.—Both 
sides claim victory in what is de- 
scribed as the bloodiest battle in 
the war between Bolivia and 
Paraguay for. possession of the 
Chaco Boreal. Fort Ballivan, the 
last Bolivian stronghold in the 
Chaco, still remains in the hands 
of its defenders in the Pilcomayo 
sector. 

Each side invariably minimizes 
its own losses and attempts to 
magnify that of the enemy, but it 
is thought losses will probably 
reach 1000 killed at Condado alone, 
besides the casualties suffered in 
the six-days’ action preceding that 
attack. Bolivian dispatches put the 
Paraguayan losses at 2000 killed or 


wounded and the Bolivian at 61 
dead and 170 wounded. The Boliv- 
ian War Office estimated the Para- 
guayan losses at 2830 from June 13 
to 20. 

The Paraguayan High Command 
said that a withering machine gun 
fire by their forces had caused 
“irreparable losses” to the Boliv- 
fans. 

Bolivian Story of Trap. 

Bolivian dispatches 
that the Paraguayan army had 
been unsuccessful in its third ma- 
jor offensive against Fort Ballivan 
since March. According to these 
dispatches, a complete Paraguayan 
division, led by Col. Brizuela had 
smashed through a Bolivian de- 
fensive line only to run into an 
artillery: trap. 

Cannon of large and small caliber 
a= well as mortars were used by 
the Bolivian defenders in blocking 
the attempt of the Paraguayans to 
encircle the fort behind Condado. 

Paraguayan forces made demon- 
strations toward Canada Strongest 
and Canada el Carman sectors to 
attract the attention of the Bo- 
livians at the northern end of their 
line. Sensing the maneuver, the 
Bolivian high command directed a 
consolidation of positions at Can- 
dado. Therefore, the Paraguayan 
division under command of Col. 
Brizeula, drove directly at Condado. 

The artillery cut the division to 
pieces, and when the barrage 
ceased, wave after wave from the 
Bolivian defenses poured over the 
field. A general mopping up con- 
solidated the Bolivian position. In 
disorderly retreat, the surviving 
Paraguayans straggled back, ac- 
cording to Bolivian reports. 

Bolivian General’s Report. 

Gen. Enrique Penaramda of the 
Bolivian Army in a report to Presi- 
dent Salamanca, said the Ballivan 
battle took place on a comparatively 
smal) front, about 800 meters—half a 
mile—in length, with two regiments 
of Paraguayans attacking. Gen. 
Escobar, he said, threw 4500 re- 
serve troops into the battle. June 
18, he reported: “The enemy took 
possession of certain positions.aban- 
doned by our troops for strategic 
reasons, For three days we then 
poured concentrated fire on the 
trapped men with artillery, mor- 
tars, machine guns and rifles, not 
to mention the additional damage 
inflicted by military planes. - The 
enemy finally fled in utmost panic, 
leaving the field strewn with dead 
and dying. For two days our 
troops were busy burying the dead. 
They found 620 enemy corpses. Our 
troops captured various prisoners, 
70 machine guns and 948 rifles.” 

Two Months of Preparation. 

The Paraguayans have been pre 
paring for the last two months for 
the last general offensive. They 
assembled four crack corps of 10, 


000 soldiers each,. equipped with |. 


105 millimeter guns. This artillery 
was hauled over roads laid down 
by the Bolivians but abandoned 
following retteat. 

. Although the line of battle has 
extended considerably owing to the 
recent Paraguayan flanking at- 
tempts, it still adheres generally to 
the strong defenses prepared by 
the Bolivians in January. The 
southern extremity of the front is 
at Fort Avant, on the Pilcomayo 
line, northwest to Fort Ballivan,

DIVISION OVER HITLER 
POLICIES IN CABINE 


One Group More Radical Than 
Chancellor; Second Conserva- 
tive, Third Strictly Loyal. 


By the Associated Press, 

BERLIN, June 23.—A division of 
the Cabinet of Chancellor Adolf 
Hitler into three groups became 


on Vice-Chancellor Franz von Pa- 
pen’s criticisms of some Nazi pol- 
icies continued. 

One group would have the Gov- 
ernment adopt even more radical 


measures than the present policy; 
a second favors the reforms sug- 
gested by the more _ conservative 
Von Papen, and the third is ready 
to follow Hitler, but hopes he will 
be influenced by the conservatives. 

Von Papen, who is tied to Presi- 
dent Paul von Hindenburg by close 
personal friendship, was invited to 
visit the President at Neudeck for 
the week-end, but decided it was 
wiser to postpone the trip. 

He will attend the German Der- 
by at Hamburg tomorrow, and will 
visit the President’s country estate 
next week after the country has 
had more time to think about his 
advocacy of a free press, free 
speech and non-interference in re- 
ligious matters. 

The Cabinet has met repeatedly 
to discuss the Von Papen speech 
since its delivery Sunday, but the 
matter went into the background 
temporarily today as the morato- 
rium discussions occupied Govern- 
ment officials. 

Outstanding in the “radica)” 
group in the Cabinet are Joseph 
Goebbels, Minister of Propaganda, 
who suppressed Von  Papen’s 
speech; Walter Darre, Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture, and Ernst 
Rohem, Minister without portfolio. 
These men believe the Government 
has not gone far enough in sup- 
pressing opposition in the press 
and church as well as in other 
phases of life and impressing Nazi- 
ism on the whole German people. 

With Von Papen in advocating 
conservatism in economic matters 
and more freedom for critics of the 
Government are Franz Seldte, Min- 
ister of Labor; Franz Guertner, 
Minister of Justice; Konstantin von 
Neurath, Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, and Werner von Blomberg, 
Minister of Defense. 

Those who would follow Hitler 
blindly, while hoping he will see fit 
to become more conservative, in-‘ 
clude most of the other members of 
the Cabinet, one of whom is the in-

N REVOLT AGANS 
GOVERNOR LANGE 


Lieut.-Governor and Others 
of North Dakota Desert 
Executive Because of Fel- 
ony Conviction. : 


By the Associated Press. 

BISMARCK, N. D., June 23.—Six 
members of Gov. William Langer’s 
cabinet, all elected officials, re- 
volted today and joined Lieut. Gov. 
Ole H. Olson, who insists he is 
legally Governor. They refused to 
recognize Langer’s authority, be- 
cause he was convicted of a felony 


recently. 

Last March opponents of Langer 
engineered a split in the Non- 
Partisan League, a Republican fac- 
tion. Langer’s conviction with four 
others a week ago was in the fore- 
ground of the developments at the 
height of the campaign for the 
State primary election Wednesday, 
two days before the Governor is 
scheduled to appear for sentence. 
He faces a penalty ranging up to 
two years’ imprisonment or $10,000 
fine or both. 

Say Langer Is Disqualified. 

In a statement announcing their 
position the revolting officials, sev- 
eral of them serving with Langer 
on important State boards, said they 
believed the Governor’s conviction 
automatically disqualified him from 
holding office. The statement was 
signed by Lieut. Gov. Olson, John 
Husby, Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture and Labor; Robert Byrne, 
Secretary of State; Alfred Dale, 
State Treasurer; S. A. Olsness, 
State Insurance Commissioner, and 
Fay Harding and C. W. McDonnell, 
members of the State Railroad 
Commission. 

They expressed fear that acts 
performed in conjunction with 
Langer might be illegal, and de- 
clined to “participate in any of his 
executive acts in which he is a 
party until the courts have clari- 
fied” the question of his right to 
hold office. 

Road Contracts Question. 

The right of Frank Vogel, State 
Highway Commissioner, convicted 
with Langer, to sign more than 
$500,000 in road:contracts was ques- 
tioned by A. E. Palin, St. Paul, dis- 
trict engineer of the Federal Roads 
Bureau. 

Palin, with Howard K. Taylor, 
head of the Federal Roads Bureau, 
was closeted with Vogel throughout 
the day, passing on contracts for 
road work to be paid for with Fed- 
eral funds. Taylor said Palin “ques- 
tions the legal status of Vogel, and 
is very doubtful as to his legal right 
to sign the contracts. They will 
probably have to be validated by 
a future highway commissioner.” 

Vogel admitted the legality of 
his signature was questioned by 
Palin, but elung to the assertion 
that he was “still Highway Commis- 
sioner.” 

Two days after Langer’s convic- 
tion Olson took an oath as Gov- 
ernor and filed it with the Secre- 
tary of State.

CITY SALES TAX PLAN 
APPARENTLY SHELVED 


Aldermen Will Meet Tomorrow 
to Take Up Revenue Prob- 
lem Again. 


The Board of Aldermen will 
meet tomorrow to tackle again 
the problem of enacting legislation 
which will enable the city to meet 
the anticipated deficit of $2,465,000 
in the city sinking fund for bond 
retirement. 

Since Mayor Dickmann’s 
proposed revenue bills were 
feated by the Aldermen June 15, 
administration leaders have dis- 
cussed the advisability of attempt- 
ing to have the board pass a gen- 
eral sales tax to obtain the needed 
revenue. However, indications at 
City Hall yesterday were that no 
sales tax bill would be introduced. 

Mayor Dickmann was not at his 
office, but City Counselor Hay, one 
of the chief administration spokes- 
man, who was active in support of 
the revenue measures, indicated to 
reporters that the administration 
was not ready, for the present at 
least, to try for enactment of a 
sales tax, although apparently it is 
the only way to raise the revenue 
unléss another attempt is made to 
pass the four revenue measures. 
The Aldermen, however, have 
shown no disposition to reconsider 
their action on these measures. 

Meanwhile City Collector Koeln 
has inaugurated a campaign to 
collect. $12,000,000 in delinquent tax- 
es, but whether enough of this 
money can be collected to help the 
sinking fund deficit this year  re- 
mains to be seen. 

There appears to be a feeling 
among some of the Democrats that, 
after all, the responsibility for fail- 
ure to enact the revenue measures 
lies with the Republicans, in view 
of the fact that the entire 13 Re- 
publican members of the board, 
excluding Alderman Schwartz of 
the Twentieth Ward, voted against 
all of the bills. 

At a conference between the 
Mayor_and the Aldermen Thurs- 
day, however, Alderman Neumann 
of the Twelfth Ward, Republican 
leader, told the Mayor and Hay 
that the revenue problem was 
“their baby.” Hay’s retort at the 
time was that the Democratic ad- 
ministration also had inherited 
Neumann and the other Repub- 
tican Aldermen whose duty it was 
to help nurse the baby inherited by 
the Democratic administration — 
tha tis, the problem of melting bond 
obligations.

HUNGER: STRIKE 


Nine Men Accept Food at 
Hillsboro, Ill., After Five- 
Day Demonstration 
Against Fare at Jail. 


Tne five-day hunger strike of the 
Hillsboro (Ill.) “treason.code” pris- 
oners was broken yesterday when 
the nine strikers joined their two 
comrades, who failed to take part 
in the protest, in accepting the 
usual jail breakfast. 

‘The eleven men have been held 
in default of $8000 bail each since 
June 2 on charges of conspiracy to 
overthrow the Government and con- 
spiracy to incite a riot. The 


charges, growing out of unemploy- 
ment relief demonstrations in Mont- 
gomery County, will be presented 
to the November grand jury. 

Nine of the prisoners began the 
strike last Sunday evening because, 
their attorney said, they “objected 
to the quality and quantity of the 
jail fare.” Sheriff Harry Saathoff 
referred to the fast as “just some 
more publicity.” The Sheriff said 
the food was prepared by Mrs. 
Saathoff and that “the prisoners 
eat as good as I do.” Several in- 
mates of the jail told reporters that 
the menu varied and that the meals 
were acceptable. 

Those who refused to eat jail 
food or the fruit and cakes offered 
by relatives were: Jan Wittenber 
and John Adams, professional Com- 
munist organizers of Chicago; 
Frank Panscik, chairman of the 
County Unemployed Councils; Robin 
Staples, John Holland, John Lap- 
shansky, Frank Prickett, Gordon 
Hutchins and Victor Renner. 
George Reid and Carl Gerulla did 
not participate. 

No reason was given by the 
prisoners for breaking their fast. 
A physician reported there was no 
apparent serious ill effects, although 
several of the men were nervous 
from hunger. It was stated that 
one of the group had weakened in 
his determination to the extent of 
eating oranges. The morale of the 
men is good and they pass the time 
playing cards or reading. 

Counsel for the prisoners, unsuc- 
cessful in efforts to obtain writs 
of habeas corpus from the Illinois 
Supreme Court now plan to get the 
men out on bond qne at a time. 
Attorneys will again seek to have 
the amount of bail reduced. Gor- 
don Hutchins, said to have a large 
following in the county, will be the 
first for whom bond will be ar- 
renged, the attorneys said.

Ex-St. Louisan Must Stay 
in Joliet Prison, Where 
He Is Serving Term for 
ge Holdup.

JOLIET, Il, June 23-—A parole 
has been denied to “Toddy” Dillon, 
27-year-old former St. Louisan, who 
is serving one to 20 years in the 
State Penitentiary here for a Chi- 
cago holdup. 

Warden Frank Whipp announced 
today that the Illinois Board of 
Pardons and Paroles had refused 
Dillon's request for clemency, and 
had denied the commutation of 
sentence sought by Martin Durkin, 
slayer of a Federal agent. 

Dillon has served three years of 
his term. Durkin, who was ar- 
rested on a train in Webster 
Groves in 1926, is under sentence 
of life imprisonment. 

Nine years ago Dillon was ques- 
tioned after the fatal shooting of 
his father, Dr. William A. Dillon. 
Recently his mother, now Mrs. 
Mary Laessig, and his fiancee, Miss 
Ethel Barrett, appeared before the 
parole board to urge that he be 
released. Dillon’s good behavior in 
prison and the assistance he had 
given in conducting a correspond- 
ence course for convicts were men- 
tioned in his behalf. 

After his release from Joliet 
prison Dillon will be returned to 
New York as a parole violator. He 
was released there after serving 
four years of a sentence of six to 
12 years for robbery in New York 
City. 


Dillon’s fiancee, a stenographer 
for the Shell Petroleum Corpora- 
tion, who was formerly in the 
Municipal’ Opera Chorus, lives at 
4131 Fiad avenue, and his mother 
at 6557 University drive, University 
City. 

On her return from the Joliet 
prison, where she appeared before 
the parole board last month, Miss 
Barrett said she met Dillon more 
than three years ago in Chicago 
an dthat they lanned to marry as 
soon as he was released. She is 
the daughter of James J. Barrett, 
Republican nominee for Lieutenant~- 
Governor of Missouri in 1932.

He later 
remembered she had bought a 
ticket for Los Angeles, and that 
stubs returned from Los Angeles, 
giving the exact time of their sale, 
confirmed his memory on the point. 

The Police Chief said Mrs. Fidan- 
que’s brother, Basil Maduro of Hol- 
lywood, had gone with investigators 
to a beauty.shop in Santa Monica, 
where attendants related a woman 
resembling Mrs. Fidanque had come 
in to have her black hair dyed red. 


|He said Maduro’s description of his 


sister convinced attendants the 
woman was Mrs. Fidanque. 

Permission jor Mrs. Fidanque to 
return to her California home was 
given tonight by Sheriff Chris P. 
Fox of El Paso. 

Jack Fidanque, 19-year-old son 
of Mrs. Fidanque, who arrived in 
El Paso this afternoon, was asked 
by Sheriff Fox if his mother was 
in the habit of making sudden trips, 
and the youth said she was not. 

“My mother always left me a note 
when she went away from the 
house and I first became suspi- 
cious last Sunday (the day after 
her disappearance) when I re 
turned home and found no note.” 
the youth said. “I thought she 
might have gone on atrip.” He dis- 
closed that Mrs. Fidanque, who has 
suffered since she was 20 years 
old from a serious kidney ailment, 
often took sleeping powders to en- 
able her to rest. El Paso officers 
said they had not known of this 
previously. 

Federal agents today sought to 
pick up the trail in El Paso of the 
man and woman described by Mrs. 
Fidanque as the couple who abduct- 
ed her. 

Mrs. Fidanque said her mind is 
clearing and related how she was 
blindfolded with cotton, and adhe- 
sive tape used to seal her mouth. 
She said she was forced to drink 
something whenever she became 
hysterical and screamed during a 
long automobile ride.

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This association, according to 
Oscar Meier, county farm agent, 
would be empowered under pro- 
visions of the National Farm Loan 


Act to consider applications for 
loans and make recommendations 
to the Federal Land Bank of St. 
Louis, through which the loans 
would be made. 

Farmers, of the. county, Meier 
said, have scarcely been able to 
take advantage of financing pro- 
vided by the Farm Credit Admin- 
istration because of the delay in 
the consideration of their applica- 
tions for loans and because of the 
low valuations placed’ on county 
farm land by land bank appraisers. 

Resentment against the system 
of appraisal caused county farm- 
ers to send vigorous.protests to 
Washington and resulted in the re- 
cent action by Congress, after re- 
ceipt of these protests, in voting 
$10,000 for an investigation of ap- 
praisal methods in this district, 
Meier said. 

“Loans Practically Valueless.” 

“While no action has been taken 
on the majority of applications for 
loans made by St. Louis County 
farmers, appraisals made by the 
land bank have resulted in prof- 
fered loans being practically value- 
less in those cases in which action 
was taken,” Meier said. 

“The difficulty arises out of an 
ultra-conservative interpretation of 
a clause in the Farm Credit Act 
which states that loans on land 
shall be made on the basis of the 
value of the land for general agri- 


land 


farm credit program of the Feder- 


cultural purposes. 


“Officials of the land bank con-/ 


tend that land should be vatued 
under this clause for such agri- 
cultural purposes as the growing 
of wheat, corn, oats and similar 
crops, and they have placed land 
valuations in this county at about 
$100 an acre. We contend that the 
clause should be interpreted to in- 
clude the value of land for any 
generally practiced type of agri- 
culture. Clearly, this would include 
vegetable growing, which is most 
generally practiced here and which 
has a far greater return per acre 
than the other crops. It follows 
that the agricultural loan value on 
these county farms is much greater 
than that placed on them by the 
hank.” 

Since county farmers have been 
able to borrow in the past on the 
yield value of their lands; the ap- 
praisal system used by the land 
bank has prevented them from re- 
placing their present mortgages 
with the long-term Federal loans 
which carry a lower rate of interest, 
Meier said. 

“The fact that county farmers 
are meeting interest and re-financ- 
ing charges and are making some 
payment on the principal of their 
present loans indicates that the ap- 
praisal value used in this county 
in the past is not too high. Only 
a very few farmers here have been 
foreclosed on in the past five 
years.” 

Figures im Crop Values. 

Meier cited census statistics to 
show that the average value of all 
crops an acre in St. Louis County 
was more than twice as much as 
the average for the State as a whole 
and tht the average value an acre 
of vegetable crops in the county 
Was almost seven times as much 
as the average value of crops an 
acre in the State. .

Of the Year in Major Leagues, 
Records for the Season Show

If records for the 1934 season mean anything, then there is lit- 
tle doubt but what Vernon Gomez,.of the Yankees, and Carl Hubbell, 
Giants’ star, will be the pitching rivals when the All-Star teams of the 
American and National League play their second annual game in New 


York, July 10. 

The southpaws of the two New 
York Clubs easily are the outstand- 
ing pitchers of the present title 
races. Gomez has replaced Lefty 
Grove as the greatest left hander 
in the American -League, while 
Hubbell, the National League’s 
most “valuable player” in 1933 and 
the hero of the Giants’ pennant and 
world series triumph, is continuing 
the fast pace he set a year ago. 

Gomez, this season, has won 12 
games and lost but two. Since the 
opening game of the season, when 
he was taken out after a poor start, 
he has pitched 12 complete games, 


showing that his record is really an 
earned one and not a “padded”, one. 

Joe McCarthy’s hurling ace has 
pitched 124 innings and in that 
time the opposition has been able 
to score but 30 runs, an average of 
2.16 each nine rounds. This is a 
really remarkable record, consider- 
ing the fact that so many pitchers 
are having trouble with ‘the livelier 
baseball in use : season. Only 89 
hits have been fnade off the left- 
hander, while he has fanned 71 bat- 
ters and walked 41. 

Hubbell’s record igs not quite so 
sensational, but is nevertheless a 
fine one. He has won 10 games and 
lost four and has hurled 11 com- 
plete battles. Pitching in 131 in- 
nings, he has allowed 39 runs, an 
average of 2.61 a game, while he 
has permitted 126 hits. “He has 
fanned 49 batters. Control, sup- 
posed to be lacking in left handers, 
is one of Hubbell’s strong points, 
inasmuch as he has waiked, but 14 
batters. All told, the southpaw has 
pitched more than 14 complete 
games, which shows that he has 
passed an average of less than one 
batter a game. Each of the stars 
has two shutouts to his credit. 

Thus if the rival managers of the 
two all-star clubs begin the game 
with their big aces, fans who at- 
tend should see a great flinging 


battle when Gomez and Hubbell 
meet on the hill. 

St. Louis has two worthy candi- 
dates for a place on the National 
All-Stars’ pitching staff. They are 
the Dean brothers—Dizzy and Paul. 
These two athletes have won 19 
and lost but four games for the 
Redbirds. Dizzy’s record is 10—3, 
while Paul has an 9—1 figure for 
the campaign. In efficiency the 
two Cardinal hill artist» are behind 
Gomez and Hubbell. 

Pitching 116 innings, Dizzy~ has 
yielded 56 runs, an average of 4.32 
a contest, while Paul has been 
found for 38 runs in 92 rounds, or 
3.69 tallies each nine frames. The 
hits off Dizzy total 116 and off his 
younger brother 95. Dizzy has 
fanned 65 batters and Paul] 66, while 
Jerome Herman has walked 25 and 
Paul 18. Dizzy has worked eight 
complete gantes and has been bat- 
ted out six times. Paul has seven 
complete contests to his credit and 
has been taken out on six occasions. 
Each has one shutout. 

There is, however, another twirler | ., 
who rates serious consideration 
when it comes to picking the Na- 
tional League twirling staff. He is 
Van Mungo of the none-too-good 
Brooklyn Dodgers. With a club 
which is well under .500, Mungo al- 
ready has won 11 games, while los- 
ing six decisions. He's just about 
the only nine-inning flinger on Ca- 
sey Stengel’s staff, having gone the 
route 11 times, while being batted 
out on but four occasions. 

The ‘Dodgers’ right-hander also 
ranks well up the list in efficiency, 
since pitching in 141 innings, more 
than any flinger in either league, 
he has yielded only 59 runs, an av- 
erage of 3.78 a game. He has per- 
mitted 132 hits. His strikeouts to-

PORTSMEN’S associations and wild life leagues are mushroom- 
ing over Missouri as the result of the announcement last week 
by Commissioner Wilbur Buford that the State Game and Fish 


Department would soon start distributing bobwhite quail brood stock 


through organized groups only. 


Commissioner Buford last week 


said he hoped to be able to ‘start the distribution shortly after 


July 4th. 

Well-organized and permanent 
conservation groups have not been 
common in Missouri in the past, 
wild life authorities say, and the 
rule set by the game and fish de- 
partment relative to future policies 


of game and fish distribution may 
be one means of keeping the groups 
intact. In addition to agreeing that 
they will plant the Bobwhites in 
suitable coverts those who make 
application must also pledge their 
organization to not shoot into these 
birds until they have had an op- 
portunity to seat themselves, These 
clubs also_ will be expected to feed 
the birds during severe winter 
weather. 

Between 4000 to 6000 birds will 
be available for distribution this 
season. The number to be shipped 
out by the State department will 
be dependent upon the production 
of birds at E. E. Breisch’s quail 
farm near Windsor and the Ozark 
quail farm in Ozark County. The 
department, which is not attempt- 
ing to raise quail this season, has 
contracted to purchase the entire 
productio of these two quail 
hatcheries.

Joe Green, chief of wardens for 
ths state game and fish depart- 
ment, is handling the applications 
as they come from the sportsmen's 
leagues and also is assisting sports- 
men to-form their own organiza- 
tions.

7 NEW INDUSTRIES, 
14 EXPANSIONS IN 
1 LOUIS IN MAY 


Represents Total Added In- 
vestment of $1,645,000 
—Jobs for 833 Addition- 
al Employes. 


Seven new industries were estab- 
lished in St. Louis during May and 
14 existing enterprises expanded, 
according to the monthly report of 
the Industrial Bureau of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, made public yes- 
terday. 

The new industries and expan- 
sions represent an added industrial 
investment of $1,645,000 aff@ will 
require the services of 833 addi- 


tional employes. They have result- 


ed in the occupation of 257,100 
square feet of existing floor space, 
and will require the construction 
of 119,000 square feet of new indus- 
trial space, the Industrial Bureau 
reported, 

St. Louis business, as compared 
with that of the United States as 
a whole, is 96 per cent, or 4 per 
cent below the country’s average 
and shows an 8.5 per cent increase 
over the normal seasonal trend on 
the basis of current bank debit fig- 
ures of the Federal Reserve Board. 
A month ago, St. Louis business 
was 13 per cent below the country’s 
average, on the basis of Federal 
Reserve bank debit figures.

WASHINGTON, Sune 23. — The 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation 
has refinanced 306,887 homes in the 
first year since the passage of the 
Home Owners’ Loan Act, according 
to a report of the corporation on 
operations up to June 15. Bonds 
and cash amounting to $923,416,733 
have been advanced to mortgagees, 
taxing authorities and other cred- 
itors to save these homes from 
foreclosure or tax sale, or expend- 
ed for necessary repairs, the re- 
port showed. 

Applications totaling 20,942 were 
received during the week ending 
in 
any week since the first of the 
year, indicating, it was suggested, 
applications for aid have begun to 
taper off. 

The Home Owners’ Loan Act, 
making $2,200,000,000 in bonds and 
cash available for relief of dis- 
tressed home owners, was signed by 
President Roosevelt June 13, 1933. 
By early September offices were 
functioning in every state. A 
“wholesale department to take over 
home mortgages held by closed or. 
restricted banks was organized. 
Investigation of applications and 
closing of loans were accelerated 
from week to week, especially after 
the guarantee of principal of the 
bonds _ became certain early this 
year. Several months loans have 
been handled at the rate of approx- 
imately 15,000 transactions, totaling 
$45,000,000, weekly. 

During the week of June 15, 
16,442 loans, totaling $52,308,676 
were closed. To date applications 
for loans number 1,465,941, amount- | 
ing to $4,702,441,796. The amount 
of the average loan is $3008. 

An additional $900,000,000 in bonds | 
for the refunding of past due mort- 
gages, making a total of $3,100,000,-

large. In 1929, for instance, our 
imports from the U. S: A. amount- 
ed to 177 million rubles, with an 
adverse trade balance against us 
of 134 million rubles; in 1930 the 
figures were 264 million rubles 
and 223 million rubles respective- 
ly, and in 1931, 229 million ru- 
bles and 207 million rubles. 

Our exports to the United States 
met with all sorts of obstacles 
and restrictions. They even re- 
stricted the importation of Soviet 
gold used to pay for the commodi- 
ties which we purchased in the 
United States. At the same time 
normal credit terms were not ac- 
corded us in America. 

All these circumstances natur- 
ally affected our trade with the 
United States. We could not tol- 
erate a continuation of such ab- 
normal trade relations with Amer- 
ica or reconcile ourselves to a 
System of trade that was benefit- 
ing the United States alone. 

After 1931 our purchases in 
America were drastically reduced 
and in 1932 they fell off to 32 
million rubles, the trade balance 
being unfavorable to us only to 
the extent of 15 million rubles. In 
1933 our imports from the United 
States were further reduced to a 
total of 17 million rubles and the 
adverse balance was almost wiped 
out (2.5 millicn rubles). 


Relations With Germany. 


Soviet economic relations with 
Germany have developed on. a 
larger scale than with any other 
country. In 1930 imports from 
Germany amounted to 251 million 
rubles and our trade balance was 
unfavorable to the extent of 45 
million rubles. In 1931 our im- 
ports rose to 411 million rubles, 
with an enormous adverse bal- 
ance of 282 million rubles. In 
1932 imports dropped to 324 mil- 
lion rubles and the adverse bal- 
ance to 226 million rubles, while 
in 1933 the figures were 150 mil- 
lion and 60 million rubles respec- 
tively. 

In view of this structure of our 
trade with Germany it became 
necessary to remit to Germany 
very large sums of money in pay- 
ment of our purchases. In addi- 
tion to our exports to Germany 
we remitted in gold and foreign 
exchange: in 1932 about 110 mil- 
lion rubles;.in 1933 about 170 
million rubles. 

Obviously trade could not be 
built up on such a one-sided basis. 
The USSR has punctually met its 
obligations to Germany, although 
Germany herself has made it a 
rule not to pay her debts nor even 
the full interest on her debts. 

We have no reason to believe 
that in the future it will be as 
easy to obtain currency from other 
countries and transfer it to Ger- 
many. It is to be hoped there-

ECENT Government reports make it pos- 
R sible to measure income from wages and 

salaries, which drifted steadily down- 
ward through the early years of the depres- 
sion, against the cost of an adequate, health- 
ful diet-as defined by a Government bureau, 
and thus throw light on the problem of di- 
minished consumption. 

To feed a family of five on the moderate 
cost adequate diet as defined by the Bureau 
of Home Economics of the Department of Ag- 
riculture requires a surprisingly large pro- 
portion of the earnings of the average em- 
ployed persons in the United States. 

The.typical industrial wage earner could 
provide adequate healthful food for a family 
of five, but it would take two-thirds of his 
wages. Considering the whole group of 25,- 
000,000 persons employed steadily for wages 
or salaries, the average man among them 
finds that if he feeds his family in accordance 
with the desirable standard set by the Gov- 
ernment it takes approximately half of his 
earnings. . 

The obvious conclusion is that in view of 
the other desires and necessaries of the fam- 
ily for shelter, clothing, medical care,. educa- 
tion, recreation, transportation and the like, 
the food budget is skimped below the stand- 
ard set by the Government for a well-fed 
population, and so under-consumption is in- 
tensified as a contributing cause of the so- 
called surplus of agricultural products. 

The effect alss is reflected in limitation of 
consumption of all kinds of manufactured ar- 
ticles, naturally reaching back to the state 
of general business activity. This is why so 
much has been said during the depression 
about the need for increasing the “buying 
power” of consumers. 


What Adequate Diet 
Costs Wage-Earner. 


The purpose of this article, as of others 
previously published in the news columns o* 
the Post-Dispatch dealing with the depres- 
sion, is to illuminate the basic economic facts 
which bear on the country’s welfare. The 
relatively low degree of consuming power of 
the great majority of the population is one 
of these facts. \As to how the condition might 
be changed, or the extent to which industry 
could increase wages and salaries without de- 
stroying itself, is a matter apart from this 
factual discussion. 

In an article published May 6 it was shown 
that if the entire population were fed ac- 
cording to the standards set by the Bureau 
of Home Economics as desirable, the ‘“‘sur- 
pluses” of most food products would be wiped 
out and there actually would be a shortage 
of some agricultural commodities. Other ar- 
ticles have dealt with the growth of unem- 
ployment, and particularly with the results 
of the extensive introduction of machines, re- 
placing human labor. 


In the article of May 6 it was brought out 
that the Department of Agriculture, under 
Secretary Wallace, had issued a bulletin de- 
scribing three adequate diets, one at mini- 
mum cost, one at moderate cost and one at 
liberal cost, in addition to an emergency diet 
not considered adequate. The minimum cost 
adequate diet was intended to provide all the 
necessary nutritive elements, but the two su- 
perior diets were set up as meeting a more de- 
sirable standard of living, and the moderate 
cost one is taken here as the basis of com- 
parisons. | 

The Government calculated that at 1932

Since the per capita income figures’ are averages, they give no indication of the 
various graduations’ of wages and salaries within industries, depending on skill and 
ability, length of service and other factors. 


$51.44 a month, or $617 a year. This is an 
average of about $123 per capita. By April, 
1933, food prices were somewhat lower and 
the Government reported the comparable cost 
as $510, or $102 per capita. 


Food Costs and 
Decline in Wages. 
In the year 1932, 25,000,000 persons 

classed as employes in all occupational 

groups had average earnings, on the basis of 
regular employment, of $1199 for the year, as 
reported recently to the Senate by the De- 
partment of' Commerce. This Department of 

Commerce report, covering a detailed study 

of the national income for the years 1929 to 

1932, inclusive, was prepared in response to a 

Senate resolution. In its preparation the De- 

partment of Commerce had the assistance of 

the National Bureau of Economic Research, 

Inc., of New York. 

The report brings out interesting facts 
about the variance of earnings in different 
occupational groups, and as between wage 
earners and salary earners, as shown in the 
accompanying tables. 

Considering the whole group of employes, 
constituting the great majority of the gain- 
fully employed, the average 1932 earnings of 
$1199 may be contrasted with a cost of $617 
for providing adequate, healthful food for a 
family of five. The head of a family of five, 
earning only the average, and providing the 
recommended diet for his family, would have 
left only $582 for all other purposes. 

Wage earners as a separate group do not 
fare so well. In four large industries—min- 
ing, manufacturing, construction and trans- 
portation-—7,131,000 wage earners were em- 
ployed in 1932 and their average wage was 
$959. The number of wage earners had de- 
creased 41 per cent, from 12,219,000 in 1929, 
and their average wages had declined 32 per 
cent, from $1406. Cost of living, however, 
had declined only 20 per cent, according to 
the Government index. 


Little Left Over 

for Other Expenses. 

If a wage earner had the average income 
of the group and provided a family of five 


cost of $617, he would expend for food alone 
nearly two-thirds of his income, and would 
have left over for other purposes only $342. 

In line with the general averages as report- 
ed by the Government for 1932, is the 1933 
report of the United States Steel Corporation 
on employes and payroll. The number of em- 
ployes working for the corporation in 1933 
was 172,577 and their average earning was 
$945. ; 7 

Under our industrial system, by far the 
greater part of the population depends for its 
livelihood. on employment for wages or sala- 
ries. In 1932 the number working for wages 
or salaries was 25,453,000 out of a total of 
34,131,000 gainfully employed. The differ- 
ence, 8,678,000 represented entrepreneurs, or 
proprietors, in business for themselves, in- 
cluding 5,804,000 operators of farms. 
The Commerce Department’s report points

Salaries of principal officers of corporations 
are compared with those of other salaried 
workers, and are found to be from two to 
seven times as much. 


Salaries Shrank 
Less Than Wages. 


In the group of four large industries—min- 
ing, manufacturing, construction and trans- 
portation—where the average wage was $959, 
the average salary of the salaried workers 
was $2175. Although the average wage had 
decreased 32 per cent from 1929, the average 
salary had decreased only 15-«per cent. 

Speaking of the more noticeable reduction 
in wages, the report says: ‘The figures thus 
suggest rather forcibly the “greater impact of 
the depression upon the wage earners, the 
large body of our working population who 
are likely to feel most painfully any con- 
traction in their otherwise none-too-high in- 
comes.” 

The one field of employment showing no 
reduction in numbers in 1932 as .compared 
with 1929 was Government service, including 
Federal, state and municipal. ~Here 4 per 
cent more were employed in 1932 than in 
1929, the comparative figures being 3,003,000 
and 3,122,000, and per capita earnings were 
only 1.2 per cent fess than.in 1929. The one 
industry in which there had been no reduc- 
tion in per. capita earnings in 1932 as com- 
pared with 1929 was communications—tele- 
graph and telephone. There the per capita 
earning in 1932 was one-tenth of 1 per cent 
greater than in the earlier year. There have 
since been reductions in this industry. 

The lowest earnings of wage workers were 


1 found in manufacturing, where the average 


declined from $1300 in 1929 to $876 in 1932. 
These figures are based on the equivalent of 
full-time employes. 


Proprietors and 

Their Cash Losses. 

The proprietors, too, have suffered drastic 
reduction in income as measured by with- 
drawals of cadh from their businesses. The 
Department of Commerce report gives the fol- 
lowing comparative statistics of cash with- 
drawals in various classifications of entre- 
preneurs: :

It is difficult to explain why 
the fury of champions of free 
speech should be concentrated on 
those who deliberately and reso- 
lutely attempted to prevent public 
expressions of opinions of which 
they disapproved but against 
those who fought for freedom of 
speech. 

I belong to the party which 
fought for generations for the 
right to give free expression to 
every kind of opinion -conscien- 
tiously held by individuals or sec- 
tions in the community, howsoev- 
er obnoxious these views might 
be to established or recognized 
opinion. 


Temple of Tolerance. 


For that reason I have always 
thought Marble Arch one of the 
greatest of our British institu- 
tions. Here Protestant and Cath- 
olic, Christian and Atheist, Con- 
servative and Anarchist, Liberal, 
Socialist and Communist have ad- 
dressed crowds that almost merge 
into each other without hustle or 
violence.

in some degree we in Britain are 
suffering from the same malaise 
which has afflicted the continent 
and called into being these vio- 
lent movements of revolt and di- 
rect action. 

Sir Oswald Mosley’s program 
appears to be an anthology of all 
the manifold grievances and dis- 
contents that afflict the varied 
section of the population. Hif 
supporters have, in consequence, 
been won to his side by a medley 
of quite contradictory motives. If 
he ever comes into power, it will - 
be found that adherents of a cer- 
tain part of his program will be 
opposed and neutralized by equal- 
ly large and influential supporte- 
ers of other features. 

There are those among his sup- 
porters who suffer from uneme- 
ployment and lack of hopeful 
prospects. There are those who 
are impatient. with Governmént 
neglect of urgent domestic prob- 
lems—housing and agriculture, 
and so on; many are driven by 
the growing sense of futility and 
impotence displayed by British 
policy abroad—in the handling of 
disarmament, European problems, 
Indian affairs, and relations with 
Russia azd the East. 

Some again are really afraid of 
the spread of Communism and are 
eager to organize a counter-move- 
ment for its suppression. These 
and many other motives play their 
part in recruiting members for 
the Blackshirts. 


Causes of Distress. 


The main economic causes of 

the distress in Britain are. the 
heavy burden of taxation and the 
long, continued pressure of unem- 
ployment. Such industrial prog- 
ress and recovery as we have 
known in recent years has cone 
ferred little benefit on our dis- 
tre; areas. On the contrary, 
industry has been steadily moving 
southwards, particularly into the 
neighborhood of London. The 
old manufacturing districts in the 
coal basins of the North have re- 
mained derelict. 
- With the crumbling of our ex- 
port trade, our shipyards, our cot- 
ton factories, and the great ex- 
porting coal fields of South Wales 
and Durham have been doomed to 
stagnation. 

New industries have preferred 
to escape the high poor rates of 
those areas and to go where 
things are prosperous. | i

Notes on the War Debts. 


- To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


ALTER LIPPM..NN expounds the 


rs theory that, if the war debts be paid 
‘an dollars, America will lose in trade the 


value of the debt paid and England (for 


‘example) will gain that much, since the 
‘British Government has to buy dollars 


with pounds and the seller of the dollars 


_ obtains pounds, which can be spent only 


in Britain. This theoretical disadvantage, 


* however, is easily compensated by the 


benefit derived from the additional circu- 
lation of the dollars that Britain pays us, 
which, instead, have been circulating in 
Europe. 

He further substantiates this conten- 
tion by an example: If the British pay us 
$100,000,000, they have to do work worth 
that amount, while we do just that much 
less work; thus we do less business. But 
Mr, Lippmann forgets that we did $100,- 
000,000 worth of business when we first 
lent that -noney, and I hope he doesn’t 
expect us to receive the payment of the 
debt in cash and also that amount of 
business again. 

He also contends that the payment of 
the debt in kind would not solve the prob- 
lem, for if we are to receive a certain 
amount of goods without payment, the 
foreigners would not have the worth of 
the goods in dollars in order to #pend 


' them with us. But they will have pounds 


for those goods, to exchange for dollars, 
of which there are hundreds of millions 
circulating in Europe. The British Gov- 
ernment, in order to pay in form of 
goods, must buy them from its manufac- 
turers, send them to our Government, 
which, in turn, will sell them to our in- 
dustries; thus the money of either coun- 
try will remain circulating in the respec- 
tive country, the goods which ordinarily 
would have been bought are obtained and 
the debts are simultaneously paid. 

He concludes by reiterating the basic 
principle, that, if we are to expect the 
debts to be paid, we must either reinvest 
the payments abroad to spend more than 
owed us. Yet France refused to pay her 
debt last year, though the balance of dol- 
lars in trade plus tourist business was in 
her favor and greater than the debt 
owed us for that period.

In addition, the number of those 
employed has fallen from 35,205,000 to 25,453,000. 

Even more provocative is the showing that, if an 
average wage-earner with a wife and three children 
were to spend for food alone what the Bureau of 
Home Economics sets up as the requirement for 
moderate diet, he would have left only $342 a year 
for rent, clothing, insurance, medical care and va- 
rious other living costs. Of our entire population 
of about 125,000,000, only six-tenths of 1 per cent 
have anything left after reasonable living expenses 
are paid. 

What is the root cause of the so-called farm prob 
lem? It is the existence of surpluses which the coun: 
try is unable to absorb. What is the root cause of our 
industrial and commercial problem? It is the ex- 
istence of surpluses which cannot be sold. Yet if 
our population merely had what the Government 


surpluses of food products would all be consumed by 
the home market. And if our citizens had enough 
left, after paying for food, to provide themselves with 
the comforts, conveniences and luxuries that our in- 
dustries produce, our factories would be working 
overtime and the thing known as the depression 
would have disappeared. 

It is hardly necessary to dramatize or emphasize 
the need to give people in this country food enough 
to nourish them. It must come as a shock to many 
of us that, in the “richest country in the world,” we 
are suffering, on the one hand, from agricultural 
“surpluses” and, on the other, from nation-wide 
under-nutrition. We raise funds for starving Chi- 
nese while the great bulk of our own population 
wants bread, milk,. vegetables, meat and fruit. If it 
were not tragic that we have come to this pass, it 
would be a cosmic jest that the genius of the Ameri- 
can people has been unable to meet this fundamental 
test. 

A recent survey by the Department of Commerce 
of 54,300 homes in eight cities—a reliable cross-sec- 
tion of. our urban population—leads to the conclu- 
sion that only one-half of our population enjoys the 
use of bathtubs. Imagine this, in a country popularly 
supposed by the rest of the world to spend much 
of its time in laving itself. We need no expert 
surveys or statistical studies to know ¢hat a large 
proportion of our citizenry is living in houses abso- 
lutely unfit for human habitation. We need only 
our eyes to know that a large proportion of our 
citizens need new clothing, and so on down the 
whole list of necessities, to say nothing of luxuries. 

If our national economy were properly adjusted, 
we would in truth be a nation of kings. Instead of 
the ridiculous impasse of false surpluses and unsat- 
isfied needs, of want in the midst of plenty, we 
would have a modern Utopia, with every family well- 
fed, well-clothed and well-housed. To say that it is 
impossible to rearrange our economy to this end 
is to yield to despair, and we are not a people who 
are in the habit of doing that. 

“Over-preduction” is a word that has no place in 
the discussion of our economic problem. Even in the 
height of the 1929 boom, 16,400,000 American families 
were living below a minimum level of health and 
comfort, and our factories were running 20 per cent 
below full capacity: Operation of our productive 
plant at full blast at that time would have added 
$765 in goods to every family with an income of 
less than $2500. It would have boosted our national 
income from 90 billions to 105 billions. It would 
have merely brought the American standard of living 
up to that minimum point of health and comfort. 

Our citizens performed the prodigious task of con- 
quering the wilderness; they have mastered the 
technique of mass production; they can and must 
tackle and solve the problem of distribution. 
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HE CAST HIS LOT WITH THE BIRDS. 

In a time such as this, with its turmoil over 
planned economy, gold and silver, agricultural sur- 
pluses and civil liberties, it is good to be reminded 
of a career like that of Dr. Frank M. Chap- 
man, who has just turned 70. Forty-eight years ago, 
he left off slaving in a New York bank to take up 
the study of birds, and in the long span since, he has 
made friends with all manner of feathered folk— 
outside his window at the American Museum of 
Natural History, on Barro Colorado Island in the 
Canal Zone, in the barren wilds of the upper Andes, 
in other far-off places of the two Americas. 

Why bother about the money question when there 
was the wood thrush’s hymn of praise, “pure and 
clear from a thankful heart,” to listen to at the edge 
of the beech grove? Why rack one’s brain with charts 
and statistics and balamce sheets when a spring 
morning in the country meant ruffled mocking birds 
circling overhead, with scarcely a break in their 
song, robins at work in the fields and nests going 
together on a thousand swinging boughs? A man 
with Frank Chapman’s patience and skill might 
have obtained a dozen amendments to the Constitu- 
tion in a half-century in Congress. He cast his lot 
with the birds—‘“the most eloquent expression of 
nature’s beauty, joy and freedom’’—and anybody who 
has been watching pest little Mrs. Wren these last 
few weeks will understand his choice. 
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DRIVING OFF TO MEXICO. 

Automobile drivers of St. Louis and vicinity will 
soon have a new highway to investigate. According 
to an announcement of Leopold Farrias, director- 
general of the National Highways of Mexico; the 
long-awaited road to’ the ‘Mexican capital will be 
opened this autumn. At the present time, more than 
10,000 men are scattered along it south of Laredo, 
he reports, while many other workers will be added 
through the summer. Surfacing has progressed so 
rapidly in recent months that a through route is 
assured by August. In the mountains, the narrow 
portions are being widened. Thus, it is only a mat- 
ter of weeks until Mexico, the land of few roads. 
will boast one of the notable highways of the world. 

If word of this stirs the imagination of the St.

It was the expectation of repealists 
that liquor would pay a large share of the tax. bur- 
den, relieving other tax sources. But in St. Louis 
what do we find? Before prohibition, the city’s an- 
nual revenue from liquor was $1,100,000; under the 
present set-up, it stands to receive a scanty $300,000, 
much of which must be expended for administration 
of the liguor control ordinance. 

As we have said ‘before, there is something radi- 
cally wrong with that picture. 

We wish the Aldermen luck in their task of dig- 
ging up revenue sufficient to protect the city’s 
credit. If they fail, the public will know where the 
responsibility lies. 
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A FORGOTTEN CANDIDATE. 

The vice-presidency of the United States may be 
just as obscure an office ag the humorists depict it, 
but candidates for this office usually do enjoy a cer- 
tain fame during the campaign. An instance has 
just come to light, however, of one candidate who 
didn’t, and, in fact, never knew he was running until 
too late. The unwitting ex-candidate is William A. 
Roberts, People’s Counsel for the District of Colum- 
bia, who got a letter a few days ago stating that the 
National Association Oppésed to Blue Laws chose 
him for the vice-presidency in 1932, but the commit- 
tee forgot to notify him. 

Records fail to show that this tiniest of minor par- 
ties got any votes in 1932. This is not surprising, 
since its second-place candidate didn’t even have a 
chance to vote for himself. Blue laws may become 
a national issue some day, but better campaign meth- 
ods than that will have to be applied. Mr. Roberts 
has accepted the nomination with thanks, and prob- 
ably has advised the.committee not to keep its next 
campaign such a deep, dark secret. 
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TRAGEDY OF OUR FORESTS. 

Many pages have been written about the wanton 
waste of our forest resources, but F. A. Silcox, chief 
of the United States Forest Service, has told the 
story graphically in a few words. It is the story of 
farm after farm, of whole communities, a summary 
of the past national policy, Mr. Silcox said. He sum- 
marized it as follows: 


A family in a covered wagon settled in the 
heart of the woods. With ax and fire, forest 
and vegetative matter were cleared from acre after 
acre of rich black soii. Cotton or corn was 
planted. Generation upon generation builded 
upon that fine homestead, and; in time, a man- 
sion grew. Sons and daughters went out into 
the world, and grandsons sat in seats of learning 
and. law-making. 

While the fine culture of a state was coming 
into flower, forests disappeared from surround- 
ing slopes; rich, productive land washed down- 
hill, clay and subsoil showed through: gullies, 
deep and wide, ate their way toward the proud 
mansion on the knoll. Until one day, when the 
tax collector came, there was no money to pay: 
And, finally, the fair land lay in ruins, bare hill- 
sides gaping to the weather, every rain carrying 
toms of silt to bury good ground and aggravate 
the floods beyond. 


The words might be the synopsis for a great tragic 
novel, and perhaps some day it will be written. They 
depict our wanton misuse of nature’s heritage, until 
we now pay the price in flood and drouth and bank. 
rupt soil. Happily, the unwisdom of past exploita- 
tion has been realized, and this generation is restor- 
ing what its predecessors destroyed. 
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BUILDINGS WITHOUT WINDOWS. 

The time may soon come when the absence of win- 
dows from a building will not mean at all that it was 
erected in some ancient day when ideas of construc- 
tion were primitive. Revised plans for a five-floor 
department store, to be built in Chicago, call for 
solid walls and artificial lighting and air condi- 
tioning throughout. , | 

The expectation of the builders is that the store 
will be more comfortable, more satisfactory from the 
merchandising standpoint and more economical .to 
operate. They say, for instance, that there will be 
no more infiltration of dirt, smoke and soot through 
windows to ruin stored merchandise; no more de- 
struction of certain kinds of articles by sunlight; 
no more taking the goods to the window to see what 
it ‘looks like and the consequent doubt caused by the 
clash of artificial light and that of the sun. Noise 
from the metropolitan world outside will be greatly 
‘reduced, if not eliminated altogether, and the cost of 
air conditioning (reduced in itself by the solid_walis) 
will ‘be saved on the lessening of heating costs.

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Taxation in America and England 


United States uses income and estate taxes primarily on persons of wealth, whereas 
under British plan these levies are backbone of revenue system and are im- 
posed on the relatively poor, taxation expert writes; England tills its income soil 
more intensively and tolerates-‘no “monkey business;’ through transfer of property. -

Britain has been able to rely upon direct 
taxes, and particularly on income and 
inheritance taxes, is explained by the fact 
that she cultivates these tax fields more 
intensively and extensively than we do. 
The decided difference in intensity of the 
income and inheritance taxes in the two 
democracies can be seen at a glance in the 
following two tables:

The tables somewhat exaggerate the dif- 
ference between the British and American 
rates. Many states in this country impose 
income and estate taxes in addition to the 
Federal taxes shown in the table, but the 
Federal Government permits a credit against, 
the Federal estate tax for a large part of 
the inheritance taxes paid to the states; 
that {s, it permits a taxpayer to pay Federal 
taxes with state tax receipts, About 30 
states have income tax laws, with top rates 
ranging from 3 to 15 per cent. In only three 
states is the top rate more than 6 per cent. 
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The tables reveal one very important dif- 
ferer.ce between the British and American 
tax systems. We use the income and estate 
tax primarily as a tax upon the rich. This 
practice has been defended on the grounds 
that we have a top-heavy distribution of 
wealth, and that the relatively poor pay a 
very large proportion of property and excise 
taxes. The British do not regard the income 


- and estate taxes as class taxes, They regard 


them, on the ‘contrary, as the backbone of 
their revenue system and the best way to 
raise money from relatively poor as well as 
relatively rich taxpayers. Not that the 


British coddle their wealthy taxpayers—it-. 


will be seen that the British surtaxes on the 
highest incomes are higher than ours. 

But it-is on the other end of the scale that 
the principal differences.are apparent.. The 
tables show that it is not until the $100,000 


oe 


level is reached that the American tax on 
incomes is half as high as the British, and 
not until the $3,000,000 level is reached that 
the estate tax is half as high. The British 
exemption of £100 for a single person is 
about half our exemption of $1000, and the 
exemption of £150 ($754) for a married per- 
son is less than a third our allowance of 
$2500. The allowance for dependents is tor- 
respondingly less in our case, 

The present tax in the United States on an 
income of $10,000 is $480. A $10,000 man 
is not exactly poor even by our standards, 
especially if he has no dependents except a 
wife, It should not strain him terrifically 
to pay his $480. The British tax on the same 
income is almost four times as high. Yet 
in the severest depression we have ever had, 
with huge deficits in our Federal budget and 
inflation an ever-present threat, the new 
revenue law reduces the tax-on the $10,000 
man from $480 to $440 and gives him 
an additional concession on a large purt of 
his income if it is from services distinct from 
property. We are gambling, it seems, on the 
speedy return to high levels of prosperity. 


If Great Britain tmposes high taxes upon 
incomes which we exempt or tax at nominal 
trates, other countries go even further in this 
direction. For example, it is said that if 
Italy allowed our exemptions, 99 per cent 
vf those who are taxed by the income tax 
in that country would be missed entirely. 

The British not only work their income tax 
soil. more intensively and extensively than 
we do ours; they also leave far fewer un- 
tilled corners. At the present time, much 
is bcing written and said about tax-exempt 
eecurities and tax-exempt salaries in the 
United States. A very large part of our na- 
tional income comes from these sources, but 
escapes the tax collector entirely. Not so 
in England. Soon or late, the United States 
is bound to come to the same conclusion. 

How very circumscri the British are 
witn their tax exemptions is illustrated by 
the fact that municipalities are taxed under 
the British income tax upon the profits of 
municipal undértakings and upon the 
“annual value of municipal buildings.” A 
measure to tax county and municipal build- 
ings could be enacted under some state con- 
stitutions, but any such proposal would 
seem exceedingly strange to us. 

Another respect in which the British in- 
come tax law is far more strict than the 
American is in its allowances for deprecia- 
tion and depletion. Over a period of years, 
these deductions by corporations run con- 
siderably more than half the net income 
which is subject to tax. The British law 
and its administration are ultra-conservative 
in allowing such deductions. 

England taxes husband and wife on com- 
bined income. This ‘avoids a gap in the 
American law under which husband and 
wife are entitled,to separate assessment. The 
American law leaves an opportunity for all 
sorts of devious manipulation, the simplest 
being to transfer property from one half 
of the family to the other and thus create 
two smaller incomes subject 
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German Moratorium 


From the Baltimore Sun. 


HE moratorium upon the Dawes and 
Young loans, the most recent of Ger- 
many’s foreign obligations to be suspend- 
ed, will unquestionably produce widespread 
bitterness among the creditor countries. 
The methods employed by Dr. Schacht to 
persuade the creditors into accepting lower 
rates of interest, plus charges that Germany 
has deliberately depressed the market value 
of her securities in order to buy them in at 
bargain prices; have not improved relations 
between Germany and her creditors. Never- 
theless, the fact remains that, under pres 
ent conditions, the load would probably have 
been too much for Germany, even under 
more tactful and considerate leadership. 
For various reasons, Germany’s foreign 
trade has declined. Her determination to 
remain upon a nominal gold standard in 
a world of depreciated currencies has told 
upon her export trade and, in consequence, 
made debt service very difficult. It has been 
assumed in some quarters that Dr. Schacht 
has not sought to minimize these difficul- 
ties in the hope of gaining better terms !n 
a revision of Germany’s external debt. Be 
that as it may, the position of the country 
vis-a-vis other countries has become steadily 
worse. The boycotts which have grown up, 
as a result of Nazi ‘treatment of Jews, Cath- 
olics and other religious and __ political 
groups, have not made exporting any easier. 
However, regardless of these later deve” 
opments, it seems fair to conclude that, by 
and large, Germany's difficulties are inher 
ent in the world post-war financial and 
commercial heresies which have dominat- 
ed the world since Versailles. The fact that 
the present regime in Germany enthusia® 
tically supports “autarchy” and economie 
nationalism as a desirable permanent 4 
rangement is an irony, but is by no means 
the whole story of Germany’s humiliating 
position today.

We also have all the essary 
economic conditions for a broad 
development of commercial _rela- 
tions with England. 

Soviet orders have been very 
essential to many important 
branches of British industry. Ex- 
ports of British engineering prod- 
ucts in 1931 amounted to 33 mil- 
lion pounds sterling, of which the 
share of the USSR was 4.4 mil- 
lion pounds. The export of ma- 
chinery to the USSR exceeded 25 
per cent, while the export of ma- 
chine tools was in excess of 80 
per cent, of the total British ex- 
port of electrical machinery and 
boilers, the Soviet Union having 
taken 25 per cent of the total 
m= By exports of these commodi- 

es. 

These results of Anglo - Soviet 
trade were achieved on the basis 
of the trade agreement of April 
16, 1930, which insured the suc- 
cessful development of Anglo-Sov- 
iet trade. 


But the measures taken by the 
British Government against Soviet 
exports interrupted this successful 
development of Anglo-Soviet trade. 

The campaign against Soviet ex- 
ports conducted in Britain reached 
its climax in March-April 1933 due 
to the Moscow trial of the British 
engineer-wreckers. On April 17, 
1933 the British Government pro- 
claimed an embargo on all the most 
important articles embracing 80 
per cent of Soviet exports to Brit- 
ain. The Soviet Government was 
forced to retaliate by a number of 
counter measures which led to a 
drastic reduction of our orders in 
Britain and our use of British ship- 
ping services. 


New Trade Agreement. 


The British Government on July 
1, 1933, lifted the embargo and re- 
opened negotiations for a new 
trade agreement with the USSR. 

The new Anglo-Soviet trade 
agreement signed on Feb. 16, 
1934 makes it possible to develop 
economic relations with Britain 
provided, of course, that the nec- 
essary conditions are created in 
Britain ruling out the possibility of 
a@ recrudescence of new obstacles 
to the development of trade be- 
twéen the two. countries. 

In the present trade agreement, 
the Soviet Union has gone a long 
way in conceding the British de- 
mands in regard to commercial 
questions, 


The primary object of the new 
trade agreement is, over a term of 
several years, to equalize the bal- 
ance of payments between the two 
countries. Since an agreement has 
been reached I feel certain that our 
business organizations will do 
everything possible to insure the 
execution of the provisions regard- 
ing the balance of payments. We 
have every reason to believe that 
business circles in Britain will 
grant the USSR as favorable con- 
ditions (credit charges, credit 
terms, prices) as we enjoy in other 
countries, and will thereby stim- 
ulate our purchases in Britain. 

In considering the prospects of 
the economic relations between the 
Soviet Union and capitalist coun- 
tries, it is necessary to emphasize 
that we shall not engage in large 
purchases unless the conditions of- 
fered to us are radically altered and 
improved.

MISSOURI'S NATIONAL FOREST | 
INCREASED BY 151,067 ACRES 


Commission Approves Purchase of 

Six Additional Tracts at Cost 

of $227,927. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 23. — The 
area of Missouri’s national forests 
will be increased by 151,067 acres 
as a result of the action of the Na- 
tional Forest Reservation Commis- 
sion yesterday in approving the 
purchase of six additional tracts in 
the State at a total cost of $277,927. 

The land is to be acquired with 
a portion of the $20,000,000 allocated 
from emergency conservation funds 
by President Roosevelt last year 
for the purpose of lands for the 
national forests east of the Great 
Plains. 

The forests to which the units 
are to be added, the area, of each, 
and the cost of purchase are as 
follows: 

Clark, 81,934 acres, $146,769; 
Fristoe, 25,302 acres, $45,484; Gas- 
conade, 22,320 acres, $41,887; Pond 
Fork, 6916 acres, $12,800; Gardner, 
6428 acres, $15,651; Wappapello, 
8167 acres, $15,335. 

The commission also an- 
nounced approval of the purchase 
of an 18,293-acre addition to the 
Ozark Forest in Arkansas at a cost 
of $56,122 and of two units adding 
117,667 acres to the Ouachita For- 
est in Arkansas and Oklahoma for 


$189,215.

The buying season is being pro- 
longed, and he believed there was 
every reason to look for its active 
continuation through June and 
July. 

The recent reduction in prices he 
viewed as a decided stimulus to 
car sales with widespread benefits 
to the whole country, as evidenced 
by the reaction noted by the Pon- 
tiac Motor Co. 

Price Cuts Sales Stimulus. 

“Requests have come i n from 
five of our largest zones to double 
their allotment of cars,” he said. 
“One of our important dealers tele- 
phoned us to ship him 100 cars at 
once. Other dealers throughout 
the country are ordering cars 
shipped immediately against the 
orders we have on file. 

“In my opinion, volume automo- 
bile buying, as well as large scale 
purchasing of scores -of other com- 
modities, has just reached a sound 
and steady basis, and we are set- 
tling down to a prolonged period of 
increasing business.” 

Klingler said that the industry 
was supporting the President's 
three-man labor board to the letter 
and that the results were very sat- 
isfactory, as evidenced by the fact 
that there had been practically no 
disturbance in motor car plants 
since the board really began to 
function. : 

He said that Pontiac has. been 
especially fortunate in its relations 
with its factory employes and gave 
as one reason the unusual length 
of service of the average Pontiac 
worker. 

The average length of service of 
Pontiac employes is 5.8 years and 
over 80 per cent of its workers live 
in Pontiac. 

As to Ending National Shows. 

As to the national auto shows at 
New York and Chicago, which are 
in danger of being abandoned in 
favor of dealer shows held simul- 
taneously in 100 cities, Klingler 
Said that from the viewpoint of a 
sales manager he favored their con- 
tinuance, but as a production man 
and an engineer he was opposed to 
them. 

“It is a question with these na- 
tional shows,” said he, “of balanc- 
ing the benefits with the ineffi- 
ciencies. Unquestionably the shows 
stimulate sales, but they are a ter- 
rific drain on engineering and pro- 
duction facilities. In a feverish 
effort to get néw models ready for 
the first week in January all pre- 
paratory work is done at greatly 
increased cost, and with less effi- 
liency.” 

Regional Manager Arnold and 
Zone Manager W. T. Mougey were 
hosts to Klingler and his party at 
a meeting with Pontiac field rep- 
resentatives at the Coronado Hotel 
Friday morning, at a conference 
in the afternoon with 70 of the 
largest dealers in this district, and 
at a luncheon.

ure. 

George D. Lyman, author of ‘“‘The 
Saga of the Comstock Lode’’ (Charles 
Scribner’s Sons, publisher), is pe- 
culiarly fitted to put the various parts 
of the story together, for he was born 
in Virginia City, Nevada, the son of a 
mining engineer. From earliest child- 
hood he soaked up the lore of the bo- 
nanza kings and their fabulous.,. over- 
night riches. This early interest led 
him to lengthy researches in ancient 
newspaper and magazine files. 

For many years Sun Mountain was 
ignored by the stream of emigrants 
who were pushing on to California, 
the newest El Dorado. They camped 
at its base and looked with contempt 
on its barren slopes. Even when sev- 
eral of these passersby found gold 
puggets and gold pockets in a Sun 
Mountain canyon, they went impa- 
tiently on, snared by the dream of 
California’s limitless wealth. 

Spafford Hall’s Station grew up at 
the base of the mountain, a halting 
place for the thousands who flocked 
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by. Around this station a few placer 


miners gathered, content if they could 
scratch enough gold out of what had 
come to be called Gold Canyon to buy 
their whisky and pork and beans.

One of the first instances of tnis 
came about owing to Crowley’s ex- 
pertness as a mountain climber. He 
climbed Beachy Head, a 532-foot cliff 
of treacherous soft chalk on the Sus- 
sex coast, apparently with ease and 
nonchalance, though it was an exces- 
sively difficult feat. By this, and other 
exploits in Britain and the Alps, he 
‘came to loggerheads with respecta- 
bility as personified by the’ Alpine 
Club,’’ his biographer relates, ‘‘and 
began exposing its members as incom- 
petents and even as untruthful brag- 
garts. Another hostile group!’ To the 
superstitious such climbing of un- 
climbable places was uncanny and sin- 
ister; to less gifted alpinists it was 
distasteful 

But Crowley’s eccentric actions and 
the odor of braggadocio which they 
achieved were not limited to mountain 
climbing. He decorated his Chancery 
lane flat in London in the manner ofa 
temple of magic and lived there under 
the pseudonym ‘‘Count Svareff.’’ He 
bought an estate in Inverness, Scot- 
land, and came to the Cafe Royal in 
London tricked out in the full regalia 
of a Scottish chief; his pseudonyni 
then was ‘‘Laird of Boleskine.’’ In 
Paris, he took part in the controversy 
of art and morals which revolved 
around the unveiling of Epstein’s 
Oscar Wilde monument; when the po- 
lice refused to permit its unveiling, 
Crowley managed to unveil it anyway, 
by a stratagem. Sardonic, witty and 
intent on outraging the moralists, he 
lived his curious life in every part of 
the world, appearing and disappearing 
without warning. He spent two years 
traveling around the world, staying 
wherever he felt at home, wherever 
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curiosity impelled him to stay, for as 
long a time as he chose. 

It was during that eccentric Odyssey 
that he picked up much of his interest 
in and knowledge of the occult. At 
Ceylon he studied Yoga, the Hindu 
spiritual discipline which features the 
supreme control of body by mind. The 
trip also gave him an opportunity to 
get in some epic mountain climbing. 
He spent six months in the Himalayas 
with the Chogo Ri Expedition and 
climbed 22,000 feet up the Baltoro 
Glacier. 

After returning from this excursion 
Crowley did a great deal more climb- 
ing, exploring, writing. In 1903 he 
was married to the sister of the artist 
Gerald Kelly, and they made a great 
many unusual journeys’ together. 
Crowley's travels took him to China, 
India, Egypt, Morocco—almost every- 
where—and his writing continued dur- 
ing all his travels. During an unusu- 
ally long siay in London he gave ex- 
hibitions, which were said to be neither 
vile nor shocking, of various mystical

ceremonies, and published a magazine, 
the Equinox, concerned with occult- 
ism. .-His publication of the alleged 
secrets of the Rosicrucians brought 
about an unsuccessful attempt at sup- 
pression, and his freakish career elicit- 


ed a book called ‘‘Crowleyanity,”’ in’ 


which he was lauded immeasurably by 
the author, Captain J. F. C. Fuller, an 
infantryman who later was taken into 
the War Office. “It has taken 100,- 
000,000 years to produce Aleister 
Crowley,’ intoned the Captain. ‘‘The 
world has indeed labored and has at 
last brought forth a man.’ That was 
one dissenting note in the general op- 
probrium that Crowley succeeded al- 
most methodically in having heaped on 
his head. But presently this curious 
eccentric capped the climax of his un- 
popularity in England for all! time. 

The war broke out. Crowley tried, 
he says, to enlist. He was rejected for 
a physical ailment and went to Amer- 
ica. His operations there are not com- 
pletely known, but he confessed in the 
recent libel proceedings that he had 
written for a pro-German journal in 
Chicago. The editor of this organ of 
propaganda was George Sylvester Vi- 
ereck. Crowley wrote articles in such 
disproportionate praise of the Kaiser, 
Hindenburg and Germany, that they 
night well be considered burlesques 
on the pro-German propaganda, in- 
tended to alienate rather than concil- 
iate American public opinion. That, 
at any rate, is his claim. He was a 
secret service agent for the British, 
he said, and was attempting to dis- 
credit the enemy in America by writ- 
ing her cause down as a farce and 
minimizing the effect of her propa- 
gandists. 

Recently in France he declared 
that he also attempted to persuade 
Germany to sink American ships, in 
order that America should be forced 
to enter the war. 

In England, Crowley's war writing 
brought down on him a general charge 
of treason and accomplished whatever 
his eccentric behagrior, scandalous 
books and arrogance had failed to do 
in the way of sealing his reputation. 
He was permitted nevertheless to re- 
turn peaceably to his home in 1919. 
The charge was never officially made 
that he was a traitor, but the question 
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of his war-time conduct was raised 
during his suit against Miss Hamnett. 
Her attorney read passages from 
Crowley's Chicago articles. 

“Did you write that against your 
own country?’ he was asked during 
cross-questioning. 

“I did,’’ said the plaintiff, ‘‘and I 
am proud of it.’’ 

“Was it part of German propaganda 
in the United States?”’ 

‘“‘Yes."” And then he explained his 
action, but the explanation does not 
seem to have been convincing. 

“From your youth have you openly 
defied all moral conventions?” 

“NO. 

‘“‘Did you proclaim contempt for all 
the doctrines of Christianity?’’ 

“That is quite wrong.”’ 

‘“‘Have you published material which 
is too indecent to be read. too inde- 
scribably filthy to be read in public?” 

“No. [I have contributed certain 
pathological books entirely unsuited 
to the general public and only for cir- 
culation among students of psycho- 
pathology.’’

Sun Mountain is their memorial 
—a barren mountain, as hollow 
as the Trojan horse. 


May the road to Chalma swarms 
with pilgrims, and the tiny vil- 
lage set in among the hills a few 
miles from here, becomes a mass 
encampment of 20,000 to 30,000 
Christian worshipers. Thousands 
bathe in the waters of the lit- 
tle Rio de Chalma beside the 
great stone church, while in and 
outside the edifice, garlanded pil- 
grims perform immemorial Aztet 
dances almost side by side with 
the quiet ritual of the Church. 

The origin of this shrine is to 
be commemorated in 1939. The 
miraculous apparition of Our Lord 
of Chalma was recorded in 1539, 
just eight years after the appear- 
ance of the Virgin of Guadalupe 
on Tepeyac Hill. The figure of 
Christ, modeled on a wooden 
cross, was found in the cave, tri- 
umphant over the shattered frag- 
ments of the idol Ostoctehotl, 
which had been invoked annually 
in a springtime festival centuries 
old. 

As for centuries before the Az- 
tecs had flocked to Chalma for

the rain-god’s festival, so in the 
centuries since their descendants 
throng the roads for weeks before 
the festival of the “Senor de 
Chalma” begins. They walk, they 
ride on horse or burro, and some- 
times the ill or weary even crawl. 

The highroad ends at Ocuila, 
and on the winding trail half-way 
between Ocuila and Chalma is a 
shrine known as ‘‘Ahuehuete’’ for 
the cypress that stands there. On 
this tree hang thousands of shoes, 
hats, bits of hair, photographs, 
candles, ribbons and other articles 
left by the pilgrims Across the 
road is a large wooden cross 
where garlanded bands dance in 
honor of Our Lord of Chalma, in 
figures and rhythms varying from 
some very similar to modern ball- 
room steps to forms unchanged 
since Ostoctehotl was worshiped 
in Chalma. 

The massive stonework of the 
church, once a monastery, and 
the white cloth shelters of the 
pilgrims, dotting all the hill- 
sides, impress the traveler as he 
pauses on one of the crests over- 
looking the little village in the

his spine. He spun around, when 
he was able, and ran around the 
corner and out of sight. After a 
few whisky bracers he was able to

Frank La 
Prano talked to a cop and the cop 
sent him to police headquarters 
to see the Chief of Detectives, be- 
cause if those two guards were 
detectives off duty, they ought to 
be cashiered, and if they weren't, 
they were a couple of civilian 
chiselers. And either way you 
looked at it, it was extortion. 
The Chief of Detectives ar- 
ranged for La Prano to wrap a 
$10 bill around a package of 


newspapers and drop it in the des- 
ignated spot on Saturday. La 
Prano followed instructions. 
Pretty soon one of the guards— 
police won't say which one—came 
along and picked it up. He was 
surrounded by detectives. 
Through him, three others were 
traced. La Prano identified 
Michael Racanelli, 44, of Newark, 
as the corpse that walked, and 
James Faringo, 40, a seagoing 
cook, of Brooklyn, as the man who 
fired the shots. The other two 
apprehended were John Furfaro, 
29. and Daniel Zannino, 32, both 
of Newark. 

In the pockets of one of the 
quartet—again police refused to 
say which one—were found a re- 
volver, loaded with blank cart- 
ridges, two discharged, and a 
boy's squirt gun, with remnants 
of red ink on the nozzle.

valley. Thousands of Indians have 
moved their entire belongings to 
that valley, to camp through the 
week of the festival under a shel- 
ter made with a few bits of rope 
and pieces of white cloth. Other 
thousands camp right inside the 
rambling church itself, sleeping, 
cooking, washing their clothing, 
singing and praying day and night 
through the festival. 

Below, where the river winds 
down beside the church, hundreds 
on hundreds of men, Women and 
children are bathing themselves or 
washing their clothing in the 
sparkling water, believed to aid in 
spiritual purification. Many have 
come for this, as they come to 
do penance and make offerings to 
the patron. 


NE hears the clatter of 
() dancing feet echoing up 

the mountain-sides from the 
tiled churchyard. Drawing near, 
he sees the circles of dancers, 
multicolored, plumed, fringed, tas- 
seled. executing ancient ryhthms 
unique as part of a $Chris- 
tian festival. Even inside the 
church are dancers, in fantas- 
tic contrast to the solemn ritual 
going on simultaneously in church 
and chapel. 

In a dark corner of the great 
building is a barred gate enclos- 
ing the original cave where the 
idol had its shrine. Around this 
cave the church was built in 1685, 
and exactly a century later was 
taken under the royal protection 
of the Spanish court. For a time 
the building housed a monastery 
of the Order of St. Augustine. 

The fiesta supplanted an annual 
festival of Ostoctehotl, held an- 
nually at the beginning of the 
rainy season, just as the festival 
of Guadalupe supplanted an Az- 
tec harvest festival. Ostoctehotl 
was one of the Aztec gods of the 
wind and rain. 

Students. connect his festival 
with the “Shadowless Moment,’ 
that instant, carefully and sig- 
nificantly calculated each year 
by Aztec astronomers, when the 
sun at its zenith casts no shadow 
of the erect ‘“‘gnomen”’ or time-bar. 
This year it occurred at 12:33 p. 
m. Thursday, May 17, which was 
the principal day of the festival 
at Chalma. 

The Aztecs belleved that the 
Shadowless Moment marked the 


beginning of the descent of the 
Sun-God from the heavens, and 
the accession of the Gods of the 
Clouds and Rain and Wind, who 
were then invoked to _ provide 
abundant waters for the freshly 
planted grain, but to deliver the 
people from floods and storms.

gland from a visit to Crowley's 
home in Cefalu, Sicily, without 
her husband. In her own autobi- 
ography the widow, later known 
as Betty May Sedgwick, stated 
that her husband had died of en- 
teric fever. But the interviews 
she gave out on her return Iinsin- 
uated in no uncertain terms that 
young Loveday had been mur- 
dered by Aleister Crowley, ‘‘The 
King of Depravity,’’ the ‘“‘Wicked- 
est Man in the World,” “A Canni- 
bal at Large,’’ ‘A Man We'd Like 
to Hang’’—as the newspaper, 
John Bull, headlined these sup- 
posed revelations. 

Whatever the merits of these 
and hundreds of other attacks, 
against none of which Crowley 
sought to defend himself by in- 
stituting libel proceedings, the 60- 
year old man still maintains his 
reputation as the wickedest man 
in the world. And there are fre- 
quent sinister hints that he has 
done something to deserve it, for 
the French authorities, usually 
tolerant and understanding, made 
no e¢xplanations when they had 
him deported after a six-year res- 
idence in -Paris.
